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WORLD SHORTAGE 
IN BEET SUGAR 

Crops Are 40 Per Cent. Less 
Than Pre-War Average— Cen- 
tral Powers Hit Hardest. 

CANE SUGAR IS ISOLATED. 



Allied Beet Production Falls One-third 
In Rigid War 

Practiced. 



The world today la producing forty 
per cent, leaa beet sugar than the pre- 
war arernge. 

Counting the American, Allied and 
Qerman-Austrlan crops, aa well as the 
neutrals, the U. 8. Food Atlmlnistra 
tlon haa estimated that the world 
shortage created by the light crop of 
1917-1918 la at leaat three and a half 
million tons. 

That the 1017-1918 crop of cane sug- 
ar was two million tons In excess of 
the previous year does not relieve the 
general shortage. 

Cuba and Java produce one-half of 
the world cane crop, and the Java sug- 
ar Is too far removed from America to 
transport when ahlpplng la badly need- 
ed to transport and maintain the mili- 
tary forces In France. 

Id Java a large part of the old sugar 
crop Is still awaiting shipment. Since 
« requires 180 to 160 days for each 
toost that Is sent to Java, the possibili- 
ties of obtaining adequate ahlpments 
of Java sugar this season sre remote. 
Allies' Production Falls. 

Takln; tt»« aihu.1 »£•■»•>: as s r~ 
official reports show that beet sugar 
production Is less by one -third than the 
pre-war average. 

French beet sugar Industry has suf- 
fered most by the war. The French 
yield of beet sugar Is now only 20.1 
per cent of the pre-war average. 

For the five years preceding the out- 
break of hostilities In Europe, France 
produced an average of 762,542 tona of 
sugar each year. For 1917-18 the 
French production was 219,416 tons. 

With 61 factories operating, as com- 
pared with more than 200 that were 
in existence before the War and before 
the general campaign of destructlve- 
ness launched by the German armies, 
France nevertheless managed to manu- 
facture more beet sugnr In 1917-18 
than In 1916-17. when the total output 
was 202,415 tons. 

Italy In 1917-18 produced 100.800 
tons of beet sugar, which was 60.000 
tons less than the previous year and 
110,250 less than the annual output of 
sugar for the five year pre-war pe- 
riod. 

One of the great difficulties experl 
enced In Italy's beet sugar Industry 
was finding sufficient labor to handle 
the crop. Thousands of men usually 
■employed In beet sugar production 
were called for military service. The 
yield per acre amounted to approxl 
mately half of the usual quantity ot 
fceets harvested.

OUR SAVED FOOD 
FED THE ALLIES 

Food Administrator Writes Presi- 
dent America Conserved 14V 
000,000 Bushels Wheat 



CREDIT DUE TO WOMEN. 

Meat and Fat Shipments Increased by 

844,600,000 Pounds. 



Conservation mensures applied by 
;he Amerlenn people enabled the Unlt- 
•<1 States to ship to the Allied peoples 
and to our own forces oTerseas 141,- 
KXI.OOO bushels of wheat and 844.000,- 
>00 pounds of meat during the past 
year, valued In all at $1,400,000,000. 
This was accomplished In the face of a 
serious food shortage In this country, 
bespeaking the wholehenrtedness and 
patriotism with wh'ch the American 
people have met the food crisis abroad. 

Food Administrator Hoover, In a let- 
ter to President Wilson, explains how 
the situation was met. The voluntnry 
conservation program fostered by the 
Food Administration enabled the piling 
up of the millions of bushels of wheat 
during 1017-18 and the shipment of 
meat during 1017-18. 

The total value of alt food ship- 
ments to Allied destinations amounts 
to $1,400,000,000, all this food being 
bought through or In collaboration 
with the Food Administration. These 
figures are all based on official reports 
and represent food exports for the 
harvest year that closed June 30, 1018. 

The shipments of meats and fats 
(Including meat products, dairy prod- 
ucts, vegetable oils, etc..) to Allied des- 
tinations were as follows : 

Fiscal year 1016-17 2.186,ft00.Ot>U lbs. 

Fiscal year 1917-18. . ..8,011,100,000 lbs. 



Increase 844,000.000 lbs. 

Our slaughterable animals at the be- 
ginning of the last fiscal year were not 
appreciably larger than the year be- 
fore and particularly In hogs; they 
were probably less. The Increase In 
shipments is due to conservation and 
the extra weight of anlmuls added by 
our farmers. 

The full effect of 
to bear their best results in the lust 
half of the fiscal year, when the ex- 
ports to the Allies were 2,133,100,000 
pounds, as against 1.206,500,000 pounds 
In the same period of the yeur before. 
This compares with an average of 
801,000,000 pounds of total exports for 
the same ball years In the three-year 
pre-war period. 

In cereals and cereal products re- 
duced to terms of cereal bushels our 
shipments to Allied destinations have 
been : 

Fiscal year 1916-17. .259,000,000 bushels 
Fiscal yeur 1017-18.. 340,800,000 bushels 



Increase 80,000.000 bushels 

Of these cereals our shipments of 
the prime brendstuffs In the flscul year 
1917-18 to Allied destinations were: 
Wheat 131,000.000 bushels and of rye 
13.900.000 bushels, a total of 144,900,- 
OiN) bushels. 

The exports to Allied destinations 
during the llscnl year 1916-17 were: 
Wheat 13"),100,000 bushels and rye 
2,300,000 bushels, a total of 137,400,000 
bushels. In addition some 10,000,000 
bushels of 1917 wheat are now In port 
for Allied destinations or en route 
thereto. The totul shipments to Allied 
countries from our last harvest of 
wheat will be therefore, about 141.000.- 
000 bushels, or a total of 154,000,000 
bushels of prime brendstuffs. In ad- 
dition to this we have shipped Mass 
10,000,000 bushels to neutruls depend- 
ent upon us, and we have reeehed 
some Imports from other quarters. 

"This accomplishment of our people 
In this matter stands out even more 
clearly if we beur In mind that we had 
available In the fiscal year 1016-17 
from net carry-over and as surplus 
over our normal consumption about 
200,000,000 bushels of wheat which we 
were able to export that year without 
trenching on our home loaf," Mr. 
Hoover said. "This last year, however, 
owing to the large failure of the 1917 
wheat crop, we had uvallable from net 
carry-over and production and Imports 
only Just about our normal consump- 
tion. Therefore our wheat shipments 
to Allied destinations represent ap- 
proximately savings from our own 
wheat bread. 

"These figures, however, do not fully 
convey the volume of the effort and 
sacrifice made during the past year 
by the whole American people. De- 
spite the magnificent effort of our agri- 
cultural population In planting a much 
Increased acreage In 1017, not only was 
there a very large failure In wheat, 
bat also the corn failed to mature prop- 
erly, and our corn Is our dominant crop. 

"I am sure," Mr. Hoover wrote In 
concluding bis report, "that all the 
millions of our people, agricultural as 
well as urban, who havs contributed 
to these results should feel a very 
definite satisfaction that In a year of 
universal foed shortages in the north- 
ern hemisphere all of those people 
Joined together against Uermany have 
come through Into sight of the coming 
harvest not ouly with wealth and 
strength fully maintained, but with 
ouly temporary periods of hardship 

"It Is difficult to distinguish between 
various sections of our people — tha 
homes, public eating places, food 
trades, urban or agricultural popula- 
tions — In sssesslug credit for these ra> 
but uu one will deuy the doiul-

Ollie M. James, one of the lenders 
of the Democratic party and long n 
dominant figure in Kentucky politics, 
served five consccutives terms ns a 
member of Congress from the First 
Kentucky district, was elected I'nited 
States Senator by the General As- 
sembly in 1012, and was re-nominat- 
ed for that office by a large vote nt 
the statewide primary on August 
3rd. last. 

Senator James was horn in Critten- 
den county, Kentucky, July 27, 1871, 
and was educated in the public and 
academic schools of his section of 
the state. 

"Big Ollie" as he was familiarly 
known to thousands, was long one of 
the dominant personalities in Ken- 
tucky politics and nt his death was 
numbered among the foremost of the 
leaders of the Democratic party in 
the nation. 

His interest in politics dated from 
his boyhood when nt the age of six- 
teen years he served as page in the j Mr. Bryan and James which was 
General Assembly of Kentucky.

At the close of the legislative ses- 
sion young James returned to his 
home and took up the study of law 
in the office of his father, Judpc 1.. 
H. James, nnd was admitted to the 
bar a full year before he had reach- 
ed his majortiy. 

He leaped into political promi- 
nence in the western section of the 
state almost as soon as he became 
of age and it was not long until his 
influence began to be felt. He was 
not yet 25 years old when he was 
elected as a delegate to the Demo- 
cratic National Convention in Chi- 
cago in 1896 which nominated Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan for the presi- 
dency. His speeches in defense of 
the Chicago platform attracted na- 
tion-wide attention to him, and made 
him one of the most prominent fig- 
ure in the councils of the Democrat- 
ic party in Kentucky. 

During the mcmornble campaign 
which followed the Chicago conven- 
tion, began the friendship between 



We went to the 
lion a* an ardent supporter of 
Champ Clark, and largely had heen 

instrumental in having the delegation 
from Kentucky instructed to voto for 
the Missourian. Following the nom- 
ination of Woodrow Wilson he waa 
one of the mo-t active supporters 
during the campaign and as a n.em- 
ber of the Senate was one of the 
most ardent ndvocates of the Presi- 
dent's policies, and frequently serv- 
ed ns his spokesman in the legisla- 
tive chamber. 

Mr. James from his boyhood hart 
held the ambition to serve as a mem- 
ber of Congress and in 1002 when he 
was 31 years of age this ambition 
was realized. He served five consec- 
utive terms as a meml>er of Congress 
from the First Kentucky district, 
and in 1912 was selected by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of Kentucky as Unit- 
ed States Senator. He was the last 
man to be elected to the Senate from 
Kentucky in that manner for short'y 
thereafter the constitutional amend- 
ment providing for election of Sena- 
tors by popular vote, a measure 
James had done much to get through 
Congress, became the law. 

Senator James wns renominated at 
a state-wide primary held August 3, 
last, and received a surprisingly 
large vote in view of the fact that 
his opponent had praeticnly elimin- 
ated himself by urging his friends 
to renominate James. 

At the time the primary election 
was held Senator James was ill at 
Johns Hopkins Hospital nt Balti- 
more, where he had been for several 
months. 

His illness dated from February 1, 
last following his return from Pater- 
MO) Xew Jersey, where he had gom 
to attend the funeral of his friend 
Senntor William Hughes. He was 
suffering from an attack of tonsilitis 
before he .started on the trip and it 
had been made against the urgent 
advice of his physician. 

He was bedridden for two weeks 
following his return from Patterson, 
but spent his time preparing nn aa-

upholding the administration's 
conduct of the war. Tnis address 
was delivered February 14th. and 
Ibis, too, was against the ndvice of 
friends and physician. He insistc.l 
on going nhead, however, because he 
had nnnouneed he would speak at 
this time. 

Three dnys later he was again 
forced to take to hia bed and it was 
then found that he was suffering 
from nn acute inflamation of the 
kidneys. Although urgently advised 
to take a vacation he was up and 
attempting to attend to his business 
three weeks later. 

He was still suffering great pain, 
however, and finally went to the 
Johns Hopkins hospital nt Baltimore 
at the urgent solicitation of friends 
He never left the hospital but once 
and then only for an automobile ri.lc 
through Baltimore parks. 

At the hospital he submitted to two 
dental operations, an operation for 
the removal of his tonsils nnd ade- 
noids, being performed Inter to get 
rid of foci of infection which was 
thought might be causing his trouble. 

This series of operations on Sena- 
tor James destroyed for a time his 
senses of smell and taste, nnd was 
found a difficult matter to persundo 
him to take enough nourishment. His 
condition soon became such that he- 
roic measures were necessary nnd 
the physicians resorted to blood 
transfusion, more than a quart of 
blood being transferred from the 
veins of a friend to his own. 

His appetite returned but when 
solid food was given him he found 
that he could not retain it. Although 
nn X-rny examination disclosed 
nothing wrong, milk proved the only 
food he could retain and this was 
bis diet up until the time of his death. 

Aside from his service in the 
House of Representatives Senator 
James' chief clnim to fame in his 
own state was because of the part 
he played in the events preceding and 
following the assassination of Gov- 
ernor Wm. Goebcl. 

He played a conspicuous part in 
the convention which nominated 
Goebel as n leader of the forces of 
W. J. Stone, who with Gen. P. Watt 
Hardin, contested the election of 
Goebel. The convention was dead- 
locked for more than a week before 
Goebel's supporters found it possi- 
ble to master I majority. James 
supported Goebel in the campaign 
that followed, nnd when Goebel de- 
cided to institute a contest after a 
certificate of election had been given 
to W. S. Taylor, he called upon 
James to serve as attorney before 
the General Assembly, 

The contest wns decided in Goebel's 
favor and then he wns killed, and 
during all the stormy period which 
followed James occupied a conspic- 
uous place. 

Since that time Mr. James had 
been away from the state most of 
the time but returned frequently to 
"meet the boys," ns he put it, and 
always kept in very close touch with 
all the political currents of the 
state's politics. 

Senator James was married Dec- 
ember 2, 1003, to Miss Ruth Thomas, 
daughter of R. Y. Thomas, of Mar- 
ion, Kentucky, who survives him. 
They had no children.

Ench Allied nation— In the matter of 
sugar consumption— Is sharing on near- 
est possible equal terms the hardships 
Imposed by greatly altered conditions 
In (he world sugar situation. 

Formerly classed as a luxury, sugar 
Is now n war time essential. The fnir 
and Just division of this essential Is 
In the hands of the vurlous Allied 
food controllers. 

The United States Food Administra- 
tion hns asked tlita nation to observe 
a voluntnry sugar ration of two 
pounds per person n month. 

In the other countries at wnr with 
Germany sugar Is one of the scarce 
nrtlcles on every menu— whether In 
the households of both rich and poor, 
oi* In the hotels. 

England today hns a sugar ration 
of two pounds per month per person. 
In France the ration Is a pound and a 
half and In Italy It Is one pound n 
month. And the prices In allied coun- 
tries are from two to three times as 
high as In America. 

If you go to a hotel In England or 
France these days nnd order tea or 
coffee they serve absolutely no sugar 
with it. If you want sugar you must 
bring It with you. 

In England It Is nllowable to use 
one-seventh of an ounce of sugnr in 
the preparation of each luncheon. In 
France many persons carry little snc- 
chnrlne tablets about with them for 
use In hotels nnd In England rich and 
poor must take their sugar with them 
If they wish to have sweetened tea 
while visiting friends. 

Before the war started France had 
825,000 acres devoted to sugnr produc- 
tion. By 1017 the French sugar acre- 
age had decreased to 180,000 acres. 
Today the French man or woman with a 
■agar card has no assurance whatever 
that he or she will be able to actually 
buy sugar. To buy It, one must first 
find It 

Italy Has "8tate Sugar". 

Especially drastic regulations govern 
the use of sugnr In Italy. Its manu- 
facture, distribution and sale are close- 
ly controlled, and In part actually 
taken over by the state. 

Saccharine Is permitted to be sold 
and used as a substitute for sugar and 
the government manufactures a mix- 
ture of saccharine and sugar called 
"State Sugar," which Is largely used. 

Germany, before the war, produced 
a great surplus of sugnr nnd exported 
large quantities. Today the Germans 
have virtually gone out of the export 
business, but have plenty of cheap 
sugar for home use. 

Wholesale prices prevalent In the 
Allied nations, according to Informa- 
tion received by the United States 
Food Administration are as follows: 
England, 10 cents a pound; France, 
12 cents ; Italy. 26 cents. 

While these high prices are being 
paid abroad the American wholesale 
price is being held at 7Vi cent*

The (lovern- 
mcnt realizes that it cannot iHap a llSl 
with the millions of newspapers go- 
ing into the homes of the nation 
every day bearing to them the facts 
which acquaint them with the stress 
of the nation and pleas that MOMS j 
their patriotism to meet the situation! 
and provide the means with which to I 
whip the Hun and save the country I 
and themselves. 

The free sapce given by the news- 
papers to patriotic causes runs into 
millions of dollars daily. It would 

strain the Government itself to pay 
the bill. It would break any govern- 
ment on earth to attempt the equiva- 
lent of this free newspaper adver- 
tising in circulars, posters, bill- 
boards and other mediums of public- 
ity. None of these mediums have the 
intimate place in the family which 
the newspaper possesses. None inert - 
as many eyes, ears, minds and 
hearts at the same time. This is why 
newspapers are in the esseutial 
class. 

But being in the essential class 
has not helped the newspaper meet 
the constantly growing cost of publi- 
cation and circulation. Every item 
entering into the getting out of a 
newspuper has soared in price. Pa- 
pers can save themselves only by 
charging higher advertising rates 
and higher subscription rates. The 




everything else raised is, in a meas- 
ure, prepared for the advance in the 
newspaper schedule, but probably is 
not fully aware of just how hard the 
publishers of newspapers nave been 
bit.

June 25, the new freight rates went 
into effect and it cost The Ledger 
just that much more to get this pa- 
per, which is a very heavy freight, 
delivered in Birmingham. On top of 
all this comes the Federal Trade 
Commission and, although an in- 
crease in the price of paper has just 
been granted, has accorded the pa- 
per makers another hearing in which 
they will ask for a further advance 
on account of the increases allowed 
by the commission to pnper mill 
labor, increases in cost of assemb- 
ling raw materials anil other increas- 
ed costs incident to the raise in 
freight rates.

OVER 75 per cent, of the sugar used in the United 
States is delivered by ships. There is produced 
about 800.000 tons of beet sugar and 250,000 tons of 
cane sugar in Louisiana. The total consumption of the 
United States is about 4,500,000 tons of raw sugar, which 
makes about 4,250,000 tons of refined sugar. 

If our coasts were blockaded as Germany's now are, 
we would have available for the use of the people of the 
United States only one pound of sugar for every four we 
use. Under such circumstances there is no doubt that the 
American people would get along on this limited supply 
without complaint. 

The United States Food Administration is asking 
every American household to use not more than two 
pounds of sugar per person each month for domestic 
use. Reducing our sugar consumption here means that 
we will be able to help supply the needs of France, Eng- 
land and Italy. Sugar conservation on the American 
table also means conservation of ships. 

The Army and Navy have sent out an "S. O. S." call 
for ships. "Save Our Ships to Transport Troops and 
Munitions to France, in order that we may keep the fight- 
ing front where it now is and not allow it to extend to 
our own homes," is the message. 

There is ample sugar in the world for all require- 
ments — in fact, there is a large surplus, but on account 
of the ship shortage it is not available for use in this 
country.
